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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 14 and 16 have been amended. Claim 15 has been 
cancelled without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The Applicants would like to thank the Examiner for his thorough search 
and for finding allowable subject matter. To expedite issuance of the allowed 
claims, the Applicants have put the application in condition for allowance. All 
objections have been addressed, and the limitations of allowable claim 15 have 
been incorporated into independent claim 14. Thus, all claims remaining in the 
application are in condition for allowance. 



35 U.S.C. § 102(e) Rejections 
Examiner rejected claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Publication 2003/0021332A1 (hereinafter "Li").
